TWO RESCUED FROM ICE Sw 
DROWN WHEN BOAT SWAMPS. 
Perilous Experience of Men on Lake 


Near Middleboro, Mass., Has Tragic 
Climax—Wonld-Be Rescuer Escapes.

“Middleboro, Mass., Dec. 13.—After being 
blown more than half a mile today over the 
surface of Lake Asdawampsett on a piece of 
ice, which had broken away from the shore, 
Harry Haskins, aged 22, and Frank Allien,. 
aged 26, were rescued by 8. A. Lewis only to 
lose their lives by drowning when the boat 
was swamped by 4 squall. Lewis wrung to 
the craft and was rescued. 

During the day the ice had been graduatty 
breaking up under the ferce of a strong north- 
west wind, but it stid held firmly near the 
shore. The young men ventured upon it, and 
when they were a short distance from the 
shore the ice broke and they found them- 
selves adrift upon a cake not more than ten 
feet long and three feet wide. The ice cake 
was soon a long distance out and rapidly 
moving toward the center of the lake. 

Lewis, who was passing along the sbére, 
secured a boat and rowing out took them off.

SECRETARY’S ANNUAL URGES- 
BETTER PUBLIC SERVICE. 
Report Reviews Work of Bureaus 
Under Department and Makes Rec- 
ommendations for Legislation by 
Congress—Depredations on Govern- 
ment Domain—Number of: Pension- 
ers Decreasing—Statehood Question 
Held to Rest with Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—The annual 
report of Ethan Allen Hitchcock, secretary 
of the interior, reviews in detail the work 
of the various branches of the department 
and recommends improvements in the 
government service. The secretary says 
the compensation of the assistant secretary — 
and chiefs of divisions is inadequate and 
suggests that congress readjust the salaries. 

Concerning forest reserves, the aqerstary 
says: 

“Two additional reservations have been 
established and two reserves have been 
slightly reduced in area. The management 
of these reservations during the year has been 
satisfactory. I am of the opinion, however, 
that the transfer of this service to the. agri- 
cultural department would be productive of 
better results.” 


Disposal of Public Lands. 


Phere were disposed of during the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1908, public lands ag- 
gregating 22,824,299 acres.

“The decrease in the number of trespass 
cases reported last year and in the amount 
involved therein, as compared with the pre- 
vious year, is accounted for by the fact that 
during the least year the time of the special 
agents has be¢n taken up to a much greater 
extent than: heretofore in investigating al- 
leged fraudulent entries...

to walt, some volumes, of short essays and 
poems in drawing room. But in many 
an: unpretentious home ‘we find the large part 
of the. bdoks collected in one reom known as 
“the library,’’ and which is not uncommonly 
the main living room. Let us consider the 
furnishings and care of this important room 
In the home. 

When we sit down’ to. read it is quiet, we 
want, undisturbed by distracting influencés. 
Environment has so,much to do with one’s 
peace of ,mind.. Furnishings in low tones, 
harmony of coloring in hangings, plenty of 
windows bringing in.soft, diffused light, good 
ventilation, few but well chosen décorations

the things which make our few hours for 
reading a. delight. Each member. of the 
family, from the babe with his treasured

dust. Dr. Johnson, who was so: careless of 
his person, is said to have always attended 
to the dusting of his own books. Gilt tope 
are a protection against the ravages of dust. 
If volumes are allowed to stand loosely on 
the shelyes the dust sifts in between the 
pages. If the shelf is not full a book support 
should always hold the books upright and 
closely’ together.' Many of the soiled pages 
we are so surprised to find are not due to the 
sotied hands of the readers, but to the dust 
which has found its way direct to the 
The books in a lMbrary should be fréquently 
taken from the shelves, the fore edges turned 
down on a table, and the top carefully cleaned 
with a soft brash or. silk cloth. The remain- 
ing dust be removed by smartly slapping. 
the ‘sides of several volumes together. while 
they are in this position. 

Intélligent people often handle ‘books in a 
surprisingly cdfeless manner. Our books are 
made with the idea of preserving the precious 
messages they carry. Margins are placed 
about the print\to protect it; that-on:the inner 
‘margin is narrow, at the top it is wider, on 
the side it is still wider to protect the print 
in handling, and the lower margin, is the 
widest of all to save injury from the marks 
of, thumbs and fingers. There are from four 
to, eight .peges: placed: at ‘the: front and back 
of the printed pages to insure the volume 
from injury should the cover be damaged. - 
The cover is made of heavy boards and pro- 
jects beyond the leaves. But allthis will not 
save the book from the stain of gloved hands

If the index and 
title page are lacking the publisher will sup- 
ply. these free of charge. A good. half’ 
morocco . with cocoa paper sides is 
the best for wear, A strong cloth i much 
better than a cheap leather.

Strenuous is “‘ The Pit ’’—strenuous as is 
the life in Chicago it is supposed to refiect. 
The tense quality makes itself felt the mo- 
ment the curtain rises on the first act, and 
until the curtain falls on the final scene there 
is not an instant when it is not appréciable. 
Those of us who know something of the ex- 
istence we lead in this rushing place we call 
home cannot with entirely clear conscience 
assert tha®the stage conditions are wholly 
different from those with which we are fa- 
miliar, but if the play is to. be judged asa 
piece of dramatic writing intended to possess 
something of artistic effectiveness, it cannot 
be denied that an occasional few moments of 
repose and relaxed tension would increase 
its merits. 

We are strenuous, but we do like to flatter 
ourselves that at certain rare and infrequent 
intervals we calm down a little. We talk 
in a loud tone of voice, but hardly so loudly 
as the actors in “ The Pit” would have us 
believe; there may be love-making indulged 
in in the foyer of the Auditorium, but mar- 
riage proposals ending with an embrace are 
still a bit uncommon; love quarrels may 
also be known to have taken place there, 
but hardly such noisy ones as were witnessed 
last evening; and there may be young people 
who sit on the center table when in the home’ 
of their relatives, but it is not as yet the 
generally accepted custom in all of our first 
families. 

These are but details, it is true, and per- 
haps they are unimportant, but if we are td” 
be staged, we do want to be nicely staged. 
We are not seriously opposed to a fair 
amount of neat and judicious flattery, but 
we must protest against having our knowl- 
edge of the social proprieties thus placed in 
possible question. 


' And yet “The Pit” is not a poor play, 
-even if it does make us do impolite and im- 
probable things in the Auditorium and in 
the homes of our relatives. It is a melo- 
drama, but it is a good melodrama. It tells 
a simple and not unlikely story in simple 
and entirely possible fashion. There is a 
good deal of talk at times, and the second 
act is particularly weak and invertebrate, 
but, thanks to a performance of spirit and 
merit, interest does not lag, and after the 
scene in the pit the spectator finds himself 
undeniably excited and roused. 
The first act plays in the foyer of the Audi- 


formance must be one given during the sea- 
gon of the Savage-Grau organization, for 
the language sung is English, and it was a 
mixed bill, for we hear in succession the 
quartet from “‘ Rigoletto,”’ a bit from ‘‘ Mar- 
tha,”’ and the last scene from ‘ Faust,”

The third act shows us the Jad- 
win home, with the wife troubled because 
her husband devotes #0 little of his time to 
her, and the husband deep in the excitement 
of wheat speculation. The act ends with the 
planning of the corner, which makes the ex- 
citing feature of the last aet. 

In this act we take part in the daring at- 
tempt of Jadwin and his partner to control 
the wheat market of the world, we see the 
pit in one of its maddest moments, and we 
witness the complete ruin, financially, of the 
man who has undertaken to show his power. 
And then, in a final scene, we are present at 
the meeting of wife and husband and learn 
of their determination to begin anew. 

The play may be taken as showing the 
tragedies of speculation, and illustrating 
how men are drawn into such speculation. 
At least, those who are so inclined can so 
take it.. To these who seek only for enter- 
tainment, it will prove productive of a goodly 
amount of satisfaction; for it is interesting, 
has plenty of excitement of a not impossible 
kind, and it is excellently acted. In Wilton 
Lackaye, who assumes the role of Jadwin, 
“The Pit” has its chief saving grace, and its 
princi recommendation .o the sympathies 
and approval of theater goers. The talented 
actor plays tne part with that strong manli- 
ness, enjoyable naturalness, and agreeable 
personal ponkorts which so often have won 
him the hearty favor of the public in the 
past. He makes Jawin virile, direct, master- 
ful, and of sterling mtegrity, Yet keen in 
business and quick in mind and body. He 
s to the character also a tenderness 
which is big and hearty as is the man 
Himself. You cannot help liking the Jadwin 
of Wilton Lackaye, and everything he does 
has your sympathy, and approval. The au- 
dience last evening was unbounded in its ex-

Police believe he was marked for punish- 
ment. He was seen talking with a woman 
under the Brooklyn bridge near his home, 
when a man approached, fired twoshots, and 
fled. The wounded man replied with a shot 
and followed, but when he was opposite his 
home he fell dead. The woman fled with the 
man who shot Speciale, and they were seen 
to board a ferryboat for New York. 

Joseph Labori, the prisoner who eecaped 
being convicted on a counterfeiting charge, 
was Speciale’s roommate, and the police after 
today’s tragedy quickly sought him. When {| 
they arrested him today he had a bullet 
wound in his left arm and this he was unable 
to explain. He is in jail on a charge of 
murder.

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 13.— The wage

These words were contained in an address 


upon “The Wage Question,”’ made today by 
Carroll D. Wright, United States commis- 
sioner of labor, before the Society of Ethical 
Culture of this city. 

Of scarcely less interest than his predit- 
tion of a new labor system was Mr. Wright's 
approval of a plan to insure labor inst 
incapacity resulting from accident, illness, 
or advancing age. The German idea was 
quoted; under which the employer pays one- 
fourth the cost ef a sick and death benefit 


ernment one-half. | 
Government Must Bear a Share. 

* England,” said Mr. Wright, “ has taken 
up this question, and we of the United States 
are steadily approaching It.’’ 

Continuing, Commissioner Wright said: 

+“ Capital charges to the consumer the de- 
preciation of property and machinery. Why 
should not the depreciation of labor's ma- 
chinery, its hands, fits. brains, its body, be 
included ‘in the final cost? 
_“ We eee in every progressive community 
that the demand of the workingmen is no 
longer for a wage sufficient to enable them 
to keep body and soul together. 

“Labor has been taught to feel that it is 
a social as well as an economic power in the 
community, and this educating process has 
gone on until the demand of labor is for a 
reasonable margin beyond that fixed by the 
iron law of wages. ; 

Wage System Will Pass. 

“The wages system will pass away. It is, 
as has been shown, unsatisfactory in many ot 
its applications. It depends too largely for 
its equities upon the generosity and great 
mindedness of employers. That there are 
many such who would scorn to influence the | . 
votes or actions of their employés, and who 
would be incapable of taking petty or great 
advantage of their workmen is happily true. 
That there are others, however, who make 
use of these opportunities proves the weak- 
ness of the system and argues for a greater 
measure of independence for those who labor. . 

“The system that wil) take the place of 
that under which mere wages are paid prob- 
ably will be composed of the profit sharing 
and coéperation plans. The work people 
will then acquire the interest of investors, 
the more capable will rise to their opportu- 
nities and the less worthy will their 


level.” 


TIRED OF LIFE WITHOUT WORK. 


Patrick Sheehan, a Molder, Commits 
Suicide at His Home, 37 |

Because of inability to secure employment 
Patrick Sheehan, 33 years old, committed 
suicide by shooting himself in the head at 
his home, 37 Selden street, last evening. 
He was a molder and had been out of em- 
ployment fortwo months. Mrs. Sheehan was 
attracted to the parlor by the report of a 
revolver and found her husband lying on a 
couch unconscious. A physician: was sum- 
moned, but Sheehan died before his arrival. 
He left two children and the widow. 


A burtal permit secured yesterday in Co- 


lumbus, O., revealed the identity of the man 
who, under the assumed name of Frank 
Wilson, committed suicide Thursday night 
at the county jail. He was W. N. Greenleaf. 

The man was 38 years old, and had been 
released from Joliet penitentiary only a 
month ago, after having served five years for 
disposing of stolen jewelry. He ended his 
life by eating the heads of matches, and left 
a note asking that G. T. Spahr of Columbus 
be notified. 

Mr. Spahr arrived in Columbus with the 
body, but was refused permission to have it 
buried under the assumed name. 

Greenleaf was the son of Albert Greenleaf, 
who came to Chicago ten years ago and com- 
mitted suicide by jumping to the ground 
from an upper story of the Masonic temple. 
He had been a prominent efitizen of Columbus.
